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A New Question on Pearl Importations 
Awaiting a Decison Under Tariff Law. 


Another important question concerning 
the importation of drilled pearls is engag- 
ing the attention of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The settlement of the question will 
be eagerly awaited by the importers of 
precious stones throughout the country, as 
it has to do with a method of importing 
drilled pearls which has not heretofore 
come in for a decision of the courts. 
Briefly, the issue is whether or not drilled 
pearls strung, without reference to their 
having been assorted or matched, are du- 
tiable under the provisions of Par. 434 of 
the Tariff Act of 1897, which declares that 
pearls set or strung are dutiable at the 
rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem. 

The question at issue is a point of law 
which, for some reason or other, the Treas- 


ury Department has never been called 
upon to decide. Now, however, comes 
an appeal which, from all’ appearances, 


seems to have been brought for the purpose 
of testing the law on this point. It came 
before United States General Appraiser T. 
F. Sharretts at the Appraiser’s Stores, Fri- 
day, and was the outgrowth of the protest 
against the classification of $600 worth of 
pearls imported throvgh the port of Bos- 
ton by T. Jefferson Coolridge, one of the 
most influential and prominent men of that 
city. 

The pearls in question were strung on a 
cheap cotton cord worth about one-tenth of 
a cent; they were in a small box, and ar- 
rived in Boston from Paris July 25, last 





year, on the steamship La Gascogne. 
H. Lyman, Customs Collector at the port 
of Boston, classified the pearls as ‘“‘drilled 
and strung,” and declared that they were 
ditiable at the rate of 60 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, under Par. 434 of the Tariff Act. 
Mr Coolridge immediately protested 
against this classification, declaring that the 
goods were either dutiable at the rate of 10 
per cent. valorem, under Par. 436, as 
pearls in their natural state, or dutiable at 
20 cent., under Section VI., non- 
enumerated manufactured articles. 

The case was referred to the Board of 
United States General Appraisers at New

A pre- 
liminary hearing was held before him 


Wednesday, at which the Government’s ex 
pert and the precious stone examiner for the 
port of New York, Gen. Geo. W. Mindil, 
testified concerning the nature of the pearls 
and whether or not they were assorted and 
matched. There was no question about their 
being “strung,” as it could be plainly seen 
that this was the case. After disposing of 
the question to whether or not they 
were assorted and matched, came the more 
momentous issue as to whether or not the 
goods were “strung” within the meaning 
of Par. 434. After taking the testimony of 
Gen. Mindil the case was for a 
hearing at Boston before a States 
General Appraiser Feb. 9.

Employe Shoots Assistant Foreman in 
Factory of S. & B. Lederer Co., 
Providence, R. I. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 23—The employes 
in the locket room of the S. & B_ Lederer 
Co.’s factory, in the Lederer building, 100 
Stewart St., were thrown into a _ panic, 
Thursday afternoon, when Edward A. 
Rourke, aged 21, a former employe in the 
establishment, shot and seriously wounded 
George B. Austin, the foreman. 
Mr. Austin is now at the Rhode Island Hos- 
pital, but it is thought that he will sur- 
vive his injuries unless unforeseen compli- 
cations set in. 

Rourke says that he shot Austin because 
of the latter’s abuse of him. Others in the 
shop say that Austin had given his assailant 
no provocation for the attack, but that there 
was ill-feeling between the two appears to 
be a patent fact. Up to Monday afternoon 
Rourke had been an employe in the locket 
room and had worked there about three 
months. It was Mr. Austin’s duty to por 
tion the work among the men, and Rourke 
asserts that he gave the work to other men 
that should have gone, or might very well 
have gone, to Rourke. Last Monday Rourke 
and another employe named Donovan had a 
violent quarrel that finally resulted in a 
personal encounter, in which Donovan is 
said to have come off second best. Rourke 
was immediately discharged, but went to the 
shop, Wednesday, and got what money was 
due him. He left there and, according to 
his own statement, went immediately and 
bought a revolver. 

Thursday Rourke told his parents of his 
discharge and said that he intended to go to 
New York that night and see if he could not 
find work either there or in Newark, N. J 
About 5:15 he appeared at the Lederer shop. 
He went directly to the locket room, and, 
walking to the drop press where Austin was 
at work, said, “George.” As this is Austin’s 
first name, he naturally turned to see who 
was addressing him. As he did so, Rourke 
fired four shots from a five-chambered, 32- 
calibre revolver. Two of the shots took ef- 
fect. One bullet struck Austin’s left fore- 
arm, and another entered the right side of 
the abdomen. Rourke said later that he 
aimed at Austin’s breast, as he intended to 
kill him, but, fortunately, his aim was poor.

We 
have succeeded in locating him, or are 
about to do so, and we hope that we can 
persuade him to return and explain mat- 
ters.” After further consultation it was 
announced by Mr. Mulert that the sale 
would proceed. 

The stock and fixtures were first offered 
and the bidding started at $2,000. This bid 
was made after the receiver announced that 
the lowest appraisement of the stock and 
fixtures was fixed at $3,080. The bidding 
continued for some time until the price of 
$2,550 was bid by Harry Moore. The lease 
on the store at 618 Smithfield St. expires 
in April. The lease and fixtures were then 
offered and no proper bid being received 
the sale closed.

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Fire Does $5,000 Damages to the New 
Haven Clock Co.’s Factory. 

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 23.—A fire 
which at one time threatened to consume 
a good part of the plant of the New Ha- 
ven Clock Co., did damage amounting to 
about $5,000 there this morning. The or- 
igin of the fire is a mystery, and the fact 
that it occurred at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing naturally leads to the belief that it 
may have been of incendiary origin, 

The fire started in what is known as the 
repair department, where defective watches 
are overhauled. The room, which is under 
the very roof of the building, was a roar- 
ing furnace, and the firemen could not 
get: more than a couple of steps from the 
bottom of the staircase. They held the 
nozzle of the hose up as far as possible 
and swept the attic with the water. The 
fire was extinguished shortly after the fire- 
men got into the fifth floor and the actual 
damage by water confined to one small 
room. The roof was badly burned and 
many dozen watches completely destroyed. 

The greatest damage was to the rooms 
under which the fire occurred. Directly 
below is what is known as the “dial- 
ing” room, where the dials or faces of 
the watches are pasted on. In this 
room much stock was laid out and it 
was all more or less damaged by water. 
The third floor is occupied by the regu- 
lating room and here seven thousand 
watches were laid out being regulated 
ready to pack and ship. These were all 
water soaked and some may be in such a 
condition that it will be impossible to re- 





deem them. The most will, however, be 
fixed over.

Meeting of the Granite State Optical 
Association. 


MaNcHEsTER, N. H., Jan. 21.—The regu- 
lar meeting of the Granite State Optical 
Association was held, yesterday, in the par- 
lors of Brown & Burpee.

66 Y experience justifies me in main- 

taining that it is wiser when you 
start in the jewelry business, to begin new— 
new name, new fixtures, new stock and your 
own policy. In buying out an old concern, it 
isn’t likely that they would sell out if they 
were running a profitable trade. As far as 
stock is concerned, I think you are always 
better off with clean, fresh, new, up-to-date 
ware, than with the best of old stock, even if 
you get the latter at a very modest price, and 
even if you have to be satisfied with a very 
small stock. 

“I am unreservedly sorry, for many rea- 
sons, that I gave up storekeping in a coun- 
try town to take it up in a city like New 
York. Every argument that I can think of 
is in favor of the former, and against the 
latter. To begin with, you are very much 
more your own master in such a place, able 
to do more as you like, and to leave undone 
what you do not like. Furthermore, you 
are a somebody, a unit, in such a place. 
What are you in the large city? Absolutely 
a naught, a null, not even a fraction; wiped 
out in the mass, a colorless nonentity that 
is not considered. 

“Then there are the hours of store-keep- 
ing. Here in the city I am confined to my 
store every evening until 10 o’clock, and on 
Saturday evenings much later—never a night 
off, though sometimes there are not more 
than one or two callers of an evening. 
And in the mornings I have to open the 
store at 8 o’clock. In the country I closed

every evening at 6, except Saturday even- 
ing, when it was 9 or 10 o'clock.

Then here in the city, during all 
the store-keeping hours, I am kept right 
here behind the counters—dare not venture 
out. There, there was always time for the 
enjoyment of life in every reasonable way. 
he neighboring store-keepers were always 
friends, and there wasn’t a day during which 
you couldn’t spend a few sociable hours in 
their company. Here neighbors are 
and always remain absolute strangers.

“That reminds me of another advantage 
the country town gives you. In the city, 
most of the people you deal with are casual 
strangers, and the probability is that you'll 
never have a second transaction with a cus- 
tomer. There, there are comparatively few 
transients, but most of your callers are 
steady customers, who come to you when- 
ever they require anything in your line 
Thus a real bond of sympathy grows up be- 
tween you, and the dealer becomes an insti- 
tution, 

“Since coming to New York, I removed 
from.the store to which I have referred, to 
this one, by all odds a much better one. I 
restrict myself here to watches, jewelry and 
cut glass. I would like to take up kindred 
goods, such as umbrellas, optical 
goods and stationery. But I am restrained 
for two reasons—my capital is much more 
limited than I should like to have it, if I 
designed branching out, and I am a little 
afraid, anyhow, to make the departure. I 
prefer cut glass to bric-a-brac and objects 
d’art, believing that the display is much 
more effective.

Pathological Conditions Which Should be 
Recognized by Optometrists. 


BY R. H. KNOWLES, M.D. 
(Continued from issue of Dec. 80.) 

(9) Pathological conditions of the chor- 
ide coat may be inflammatory and degener- 
ative, due to local causes, on the one hand, 
such as myopia, and, on the other hand, to 
a constitutional taint, such as tubercular 
disease and syphilis. Relative to inflam- 
mations of the choroid coat one fact should 
be steadily borne in mind, that severe pains 
and evidences, such as external congestions, 
are lacking entirely, so that internal evi- 
dences are to be sought for by means ot 
the ophthalmoscope alone, in order to de- 
termine diseases of this structure. 

A differential diagnosis between diseases 
of the choroid coat and the retina, may be 
made from the fact that in choroidal in- 
flammations the vessels in the retina will 
remain intact, while those in the choroid 
will be involved. Changes, generally 
speaking, which occur in the choroid, show 
a partial or complete wasting, indicated by 
an unusual pallor and patches of pigment 
located in spots here and there throughout 
the entire choroidal area. 

Syphilis and consumption are character- 
istically peculiar in choroidal diseases. In 
syphilitic affections the gummz are lo- 
cated in the capillary layer. While in tu- 
bercular taint the tubercles are seated in 
the deeper structures and are easily dis- 
cernible. 

Pathological conditions of the choroid, 
such as colobomo, are located near the 
central area, and characterized by long, 
narrow fissures pointing toward the disc. 
Hemorrhages may also occur in the choroid 
coat, sometimes in pronounced degrees of 
myopia, especially in elderly patients. “Col- 
loid disease” can readily be seen, resem- 
bling small nodules located in the elastic 
lamina. The two forms of choroiditis, 
which are recognized, are the discrete and 
confluent varieties: 


(1) Discrete. 
(2) Confluent. 


(1) Discrete choroiditis is characterized 
by spots of inflammation resembling dis- 
tinct areas of punched out patches, which 
may be complete or incon:rplete as to wast- 
ing disease of the choroid. Should the in- 
flammation be pronounced in or near the 
sight area, there will be a diminution of 
vision more or less, but should the inflam- 
mation be confined to the periphery there 
will but little or no interference of 
vision. The progress of discrete chor- 
Oiditis is slow; hemeralopia may be in evi- 
dence, and this form may be mistaken for 
“retinitis pigmentosa.” 

(2) Confluent choroiditis is characterized 
by areas of considerable size of non-com- 
plete wasting of the choroid coat, due, gen- 
erally, to syphilis, and because of its dis- 
seminated peculiarities, it is generaly known 
as disseminated choroiditis. This form of 
choroiditis does not manifest itself until 
after three years from the time the initial 
stages of syphilis appear. 

The treatment for choroiditis depends 
very much upon the causes of the disease,

but in a general way, leeches are to be ap- 
plied behind the patient’s ears, and dry cup- 
ping is in order, together with rest and 
quiet in darkened chambers. If the disease 
is due to syphilis mercurial and iodide of 
potassium are indicated. Myopia, due to 
choroiditis, may be recognized by the ap- 
pearance of the round spots scattered here 
and there in the choiroide coar, and caution 
should be exercised in prescribing concave 
spherical lenses of this form, as treatment 
for the choroiditis may be the means 
saving the sight, and later ene lens may be 
prescribed.’

The Mechanism of Accommodation in Man.* 


(By Kart Grossmann, M.D., F.R.C.5.E., Ophthal- 
mic Surgeon to the Stanley Hospital, Liverpool.) 


HE question as to the mechanism of 
accommodation received its scientific 
answer some 50 years ago, and in such a 
manner that it seemed to have been settled

finally. The changes during accommodation 
of the size of the reflex images formed by 
the anterior surface of the lens were first 
observed in 1849 by Max Langenbeck, and 
soon discovered again and carefully investi- 
gated in 1851 and 1852 by Cramer, and pub- 
lished by him in 1853. 

In the following year, 1854, Helmholtz, 
who had been unacquainted with Cramer’s 
Dutch publication, the German translation 
of which appeared in 1855, published the 
result of his researches in Graefe's Archives 
of Ophthalmology, which had just com- 
menced its career a few months previously. 
According to his theory the accommodation 
was mainly if not solely due to an increase 
in the spherical curvature of the anterior 
surface of the lens. This increase was due 
to the relaxation of the zonula, and the lat- 
ter was produced by the contraction of the 
ciliary muscle, or, as it was then called, 
“tensor choroidez.” 

This view was generally accepted until, 
in 1858, Mannhardt by a study of the com- 
parative anatomy of the ciliary muscle came

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Improved Instrument for Showing Standard 
Time ali Over the World. 





HIS invention, by Richard Wade je:- 
kins, relates to an improved method of 
an instrument for comparing local clock- 
time anywhere with mean-time at Green- 
wich or any other place, and has for its 
object, among other purposes, to facilitate 
comparison of local-time at any place, as 
shown by its clocks and watches, with 
clock-time all round the world by means of 
an adjustable attachment to any timekeeper, 
such as ordinary clocks and _ watches. 
Speaking of his invention, the writer says: 
“Before describing the method and instru- 
ment constituting this invention, I will de- 
scribe the fundamental principles upon 
which the invention is based: 

“As is well known, ‘Standard Time,’ re- 
ferred to the meridian of Greenwich, has 
been adopted for railway and other pur- 
poses in the countries mentioned in the fol- 
lowing table—as copied from Whitaker's 
Almanac for 1902, page 72:

“The globe is supposed te be divided into 
zones extending 7° 30’ on each side of the 
Central-Meridians, and the local-mean-time 
is used for all piaces within that zone. In 
considering how to mechanically avail my- 
self of these data for the purposes as before 
mentioned, I proceed as follows: 

“A disc, or circle—hereinafter called the 
circle-of-zones, o1 longitude-plate—is grad- 
uated round its upper-surface circumference 
into 24 equal divisions, each of which shall 
represent one of the before-named 24 hour 
zones of 15° each; each separate degree be- 
ing also marked when the size of the longi- 
tude-plate is large enough to permit of this 
being done. 

“But inasmuch as I seek to apply this in- 
vention also to ordinary clocks and watches 
which count the hours from 0 h. to XII h., 
it is necessary to adapt the graduated divi- 
sions of the longitude-plate so as to meet 
this exigency. I| will, therefore, proceed 
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first to describe the circle-of-zones, or lon- 
gitude-plate, applicable to the 12-hour dials 
of clocks and watches; and afterwards the 
same as applicable to such dials as count 
the hours from 0 h. to 24 h. 

“For use with the clocks and watches hav- 
ing the ordinary 12-hour dials I graduate 
the whole circumference of the longitude- 
plate from 0° all round (to the right) to 
180°, and these into 12 equal divisions of 
15° each—instead of 24, as before mentioned. 

“In the accompanying drawing the before- 
named adjustable longitude-plate, or circle- 
of-zones, is represented inside the double

or thick circle to the center, the fixed clock, 
or watch-dial of X11 hours being represent- 
ed outside the said double or thick circle.

“Across the spaces confined between these 
circles and the circumference I draw divid- 
ing lines—directed to the center—being only 
as long as the two spaces are wide.

| Workshop Notes and Queries. 





[Answers are solicited from our readers 

Question No. 683.—Black Finish on Sil- 
ver.—Will you please tell me how to oxt- 
dize sterling silver so as to get a dull, jet 
black finish? We have been using sulphuret 
of potassium, which gives a bluish or gray 
black, but what we want is a dull jet black. 

T. & Co. 

ANSWER :—It is necessary to dip the sil- 
ver pieces first into a solution of mercurous 
nitrate and water. Then rinse off well and 
dip it in your solution of sulphite of potas- 
sium heated to a temperature of 175° F. 
If the articles are to be lacquered, use a 
black lacquer on all plain black oxidized 
articles. 

Question No. 684.—Stripped Screw 
Threads.—The fine threaded dial screws in 
an Elgin watch, size 6, have stripped the 
close the 








threads. Is there any way to 
holes? N. F. 
ANSWER:—The screws which hold the 


dial in the movement in American watches 
are, as a rule, made with very fine threads, 
for obvious reasons. It is natural to expect 
that the threads in the brass will occa- 
sionally give out. There 1s no way to re- 
pair tHe threads in the plates for mechanical 
reasons as well as for the reason that such 
repairs would damage the brass plate of 
the watch. The watch factories are prob- 
ably prepared to furnish screws with some- 
what larger threads, which could easily be 
fitted by retapping the worn out holes. 

Question. No. 685.—Chipped Ruby or 
Emerald.—Can you tell me what process 1s 
used to polish an emerald or ruby which 
has a small chip? J.M.R. 

ANSWER :—For recutting or repolishing 
any stone with facets a special tool is re- 
quired. This tool is only to be found in 
the hands of a lapidary or a diamond cut- 
ter. An emerald is often a very soft stone 
and may be polished with carborundum, 
tripoli, etc. A ruby when dark red is also 
soft, but a pale ruby can only be polished 
with diamond powder. 

Question No. 686—Repairing Onyx 
Rings.—/ wrote you some time ago in ref- 
erence to repairing a ring. The ring I 
want to repair has an onyx stone, set with 
a gold initial, encrusted with diamonds. 
How can I encrust the hollow places in this 
piece of onyx? J. M. K. 

ANSWER :—To encrust the hollow places 
in a piece of onyx, you should get some 
moss fiber gold from a dentist. This gold 
is pressed and punched into the cavity or 
cavities the same as in filling teeth, and 
then smoothed and burnished. It is not a 
difficult matter to do this and the dentist 
from whom the gold is secured will, no 
doubt, advise you concerning the best means 
of filling the particular cavities in this case. 

Question No. 687.—Sodium Carbonate. 
—I would like to know if sodium carbon- 
ate can be used to melt gold and the amount 
to be used. I would also like to know how to 
use pulverized charcoal on top of a crucible 
or on the bottom of the same. What do you 
think of the enclosed coin? I also want to 
make a 12-karat anode with guinea alloy. 
Will it be necessary to use any borax? The

anode will be for plating purposes. Y.L. 

ANSWER :—Sodium carbonate can be used, 
but borax is used more extensively. The 
charcoal as well as the sodium carbonate or 
borax must be placed on top and the gold 
must be kept covered with it during the 
process of melting. Your coin is an old 
and valuable one and you ought to be able 
to sell it to advantage. You could purchase 
a larger piece of 14-karat anode than you 
could produce out of it yourself. 

Question No. 688.—Bronze.—|Vill you 
tell me what combination of metals is used 
in making bronze and the proportions of 
each? Also tell me if varying the propor- 
tion will alter the color, hardness and cost, 
or is the cost chiefly dependent on the 
amount of labor involved? Is there a stand- 
ard for bronze as there is for sterling and 
fine silver, or can anything approximating 
the combination be honestly sold as genuine 
bronze? Lastly, how can a finished article 
be tested without serious damage  R. S. 

ANSWER:—Bronze in its limited and 
technical meaning is an alloy of copper and 
tin in variable proportions. The color of 
bronze is a reddish yellow and will differ 
somewhat according to the varying quantities 
of either of the composing metals. The 
increasing proportion of tin will increase 
its hardness and when we read of copper 
having been used for cutting instruments 
this metal probably has been largely al- 
loyed with tin. The cost of bronze is 
chiefly dependent on the cost of its com- 
ponent parts, and is influenced to some ex- 
tent by the labor, as it considerably exceeds 
the labor of making brass in bulk. The 
melting of copper for making some kinds 
of bronze requires consummate skill and 
experience, as, for instance, in the casting 
of bells. In general, however, the cost of 
labor in casting alloys of copper, tin or 
zinc is not excessive. In the casting of 
bells the porosity and purity of the metal 
is the essential point, as a bell will not 
retain its tone or sonorous quality when 
anything in this direction is not properly 
understood or attended to. There is no 
standard for bronze as there is for sterling 
ind fine silver. All lies with the reputation 
of the caster or the experience of the man 
who handles the article. A commercial ar- 
ticle, often miscalled bronze, is very fine 
cast iron, which has been treated to a coat- 
ing of vegetable oil in a furnace at a high 
temperature. In this way the cast iron 
absorbs oxygen at the moment the oil is 
decomposed and there is formed at the 
surface a thin coat of brown oxide, which 
adheres very strongly to the metal and will 
admit of a high polish, giving 1t the appear- 
ance of the finest bronze. The propor- 
tions for the different kinds of bronze are as 
follows: Bronze for wheels, 10 parts copper, 
one part tin; mathematical instruments, 12 
parts copper, one part tin; bearings of ma- 
chinery, eight parts copper, one part tin; 
musical bells, six parts copper, one part 
tin; house bells, four parts copper, one 
part tin; large bells, three parts copper, 
One part tin; speculum metal, two parts

| CHESTER H. 
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Description of the New Premier Diamond 
ommang Mine in the Transvaal. 
HE special correspondent of the London 
Statist recently sent to that jour- 
nal an interesting description of the Pre- 
mier mine in the Transvaal which reads: 

The Premier mine itself is on an eleva- 
tion above the surrounding country, and a 
considerable area is of almost perfectly flat 
character, surrounded by hills or kopjes. 
The chimney of the mine plant is visible 
for a long distance ; indeed it is a landmark. 
The first conspicuous feature was a large 
almost oval excavation of approximately 
400 by 300 feet across. As an average the 
excavation in this first pit has been to a 
depth of about 20 feet, varying between 15 
and 25 feet, with a hole about the center of 
the excavation carried down deeper, and 
into the “blue.” The top crust for some 
six Or seven feet is a somewhat clayey red 
earth, then comes a change to a clayey 
earth of a yellowish color, with a good deal 
of floating lumps of rock, and, as proved in 
several directions, below this yellow there 
are evidences of continuous true blue. There 
is a similar pit north of the first excava- 
tion, and still further north there is another 
new pit commenced. The last-named is 
initiated on scientific principles so as to 
permit free circulation for loaded wagons 
to. go to the new washing plant to be erect- 
ed, and for empty wagons to come down to 
be refilled in the mine. For quite a sweep 
of country prospecting shafts, numbering 
about 100 in all, and ranging from 20 to as 
deep as 55 feet—the majority from 40 to 50 
feet in depth—have been sunk to prove the 
nature of the country, and the extent of the 
diamondiferous deposit. More work of like 
character is being done about the middle 
of the area proved by these various shafts; 
one borehole has been sunk to a depth of 
1,000 feet in blue, and a little distance east 
of such bore another bore has been sunk, 
which was down about 500 feet at the time 
of my visit. Five or six other bores have 
also been sunk to test the blue area, about 
the value of which much remains to be as- 
certained. The diamonds produced so far 
have been from the first pit mentioned, the 
one 300 feet by 490 feet. 

The ground excavated is conveyed up a 
gentle incline to a small knoll that is so 
conveniently situated that the initial wash- 
ing plant on the summit of it has been able 
to get rid of the tailings dirt by simply dis- 
charging down the outside edge of the hill. 
This initial washing plant appears to have 
done the excellent work referred to below, 
but it is on a small scale, being capable of 
washing only about 600 loads a day. At 
the new ground furthest north being opened 
up, connection between the pit and exten- 
sive additional washing plant in course of 
erection is being made by trestles and in- 
cline. Six new pans are being put up, 
which, when finished, will be capable of 
washing some 1,800 to 2,000 loads per day, 
in addition to the initial plant in opera- 
tion. These new pans are likewise situated 
on the top of a hill—indeed, if one had 
wished to design the natural formation of 
country it could not be more convenient 
than it is.

Reverting to work done by the prelim- 








inary washing machinery, the company re- 
ports that to the end of September 59,384 
loads have been washed for a yield of 76,- 
658 carats, included in such yield being 200 
stones of over 10 carats, and aggregating 
4,193 carats. From the Premier Mine pre- 
liminary tests and washings from Decem- 
ber to the end of May—washings with the 
new plant only commenced about the mid- 
dle of May—there was produced 14,470 
carats from 9,540 loads. The monthly re- 
sults since have been given as follows:

The October test washings are reported 
to show some very rich results from var- 
ious pits opened to prove the character of 
the ground. 

[The October yield has since been an- 
nounced at 22,549% carats from 17,549 loads 
washed.] 

THE QUESTION OF THE “BLUE'S” VALUE. 

It has been conclusively proved that the 
top layer of red earth is very rich. The 
yellow ground below is comparatively poor, 
and the value of the blue ground below has 
yet to be ascertained. By some people the 
opinion is held that the richness of the top 
red earth is due to it being of the nature of 
a concentrate of which was a very thick 
mass of earth washing away in the course 
of thousands of years. The lighter decom- 
posed sands washed away would pass down 
between hills, covering with poor alluvial 
ground a large tract of surrounding coun- 
try, the heavier diamonds and carbons 
would settle down, and be over the Premier 
pipe of origin. 

One of the features of the property was 
its very considerable extent, recently in- 
creased to some 2,300 acres, and in the east- 
ern portion of that estate is situated the 
proved diamond deposit. As to the exteni 
of the .diamondiferous ground, nothing defi- 
nite can yet be said, but I was assured by 
the manager that a most conservative as- 
sertion would be that the mine comprises 
3,000 claims of 30x30 feet, and probably 
may contain nearer 4,000 claims. Each 
claim, if worked down 100 feet, would rep- 
resent 10,000 rough loads, but of course a 
very large proportion of the area would 
have floating rock and débris mixed with 
ground that can be washed. At the time 
of my visit I was told that the company 
had in its employ some 1,000 natives and 
112 whites. 

ACTIVE PROSECUTION OF Work. 

Both in prospecting and developing there 
was visible evidence of much initial work 
and of active prosecution of the erection of 
necessary buildings, including a stone com- 
pound to house 750 mine natives, and the 
preliminary work in connection with the 
erection of additional washing pans, boiler- 
houses, and so forth. A large number of 
natives on plant erection and work outside 
the mine or the washing gear will not be 
required to live in the compound. 

Considering that the company was only 
registered in Pretoria on Dec. 1, 1902, and 
only started production about the middle of 
May, its progress so far has been most 








creditable to those responsible for the man 
agement. The majority of the diamond 
found are small and of quite inferior char 
acter; the one big so-called diamoad, I be 
lieve, of over 280 carats, had the appearanc 
of a piece of soda-water bottle smashed int 
small fragments, joined together by isin 
glass, and pressed into a lump in the hand 
Tt must not be imagined that the big dia 
monds reported are of Koh-i-Noor charac 
ter; but amidst the mass of stones foun 
some fairly good, true diamonds bring wy 
the value as an average and it is under 
stood the company is at present securing b 
actual sales over 30s. per carat. The rece 
average yield has considerably exceeded 
carat per load. Some rich ground now be 
ing opened in trial pits has, by test was! 
ings, shown very rich yield, but it woul 
be unwise to attach too much importan 
to such phenomenal returns as eight carat 
per load, or, still more, to the assertion 
one test having yielded as high as 13 carat 
to the load. 

A CALCULATION OF EVENTUAL PROFIT. 

From a level-headed man who admittedly 
is interested in the property I received som 
calculation based on what he 
ered to be the capacity in the near futur 
when the company’s intended further exten 
sion of plant is in operation. He supplied 
me with data based on different prices to be 
realized for the diamonds produced and ani 
ferent yields ner load washed. The data 
were based on what looked like conserva 
tive lines, as to yield per load and cost of 
working. A picture of the possibilities 
presented in the figures given below. 

If with the plant in contemplation it 
assumed that 8,000 loads be washed per day 
after the intended increased equipment 
in operation, 300 working days would mean 
2,400,000 loads ner annum.
